to the n ation al d efen se, bu t re­ 
qu ired presid en tial approval for 
an y tran sfer, charter or lease of 
these vessels to an y “belligeren t 
govern men t.” 
The commission , itself, cou ld 
operate the vessels, either d irectly 
'or throu gh an agen t in an y ser­ 
vice of the Un ited States, or in 
an y commerce, foreign or coast­ 
wise. 
The Maritime agen cy also wa* 
au thorized : 
1—To d ocu men t an y or all of 
su ch vessels u n d er the laws of 
the Un ited States or an y n eu tral 
cou n try of the Western Hemis­ 
phere. 
2—To make su ch other u se or 
d isposition of an y or all of these 
vessels as the Presid en t may here­ 
after d irect. 
3—To repair, equ ip an d man 
su ch vessels an d to d o whatever 
may be n ecessary to accomplish 
the pu rposes of the requ isition in g 
act or the execu tive ord er. 
The commission was d irected 
to d etermin e an d make ju st com­ 
pen sation to the own ers of the 
vessels requ isition ed . 
It was gen erally believed that 
the maritime commission wou ld 
execu te some sort of pu rchase 
agreemen t with the own ers of 
the Dan ish vessels which were 
d escribed as bein g in good con ­ 
d ition an d read y for sea d u ty.

On May 20 we ran an editorial u n der the head­ 
in g of “Harold Ru gg on the Air.” 
W hen we ran 
this editorial, we had the u n derstan din g that 
H arold Ru gg was directin g the activ ities of the 
American Econ omic Fou n dation which spon sors a 
series of radio discu ssion s u n der the headin g of 
“Wake Up America.” 
Believ in g as w'e did th at Ru gg had somethin g 
to do with its man agemen t, we criticized the ac­ 
tiv ities of the American Econ omic Fou n dation . 
We got the impression from the fact th at this as­ 
sociation sen t ou t tran scribed radio programs to a 
radio station we are in terested in . 
We n ow hav e a letter from the American Eco­ 
n omic Fou n dation which shows that Ru gg had 
n othin g to do with the man agemen t of the Fou n ­ 
dation an d that he was simply on e speaker on 
April 28 on the su bject of “Does Capitalism Offer 
You th a F air O pportu n ity ?” 
He, of cou rse, con ­ 
ten ded that it did n ot, while an other econ omist 
presen ted the v iews th at it did. 
We, most certain ly believ e that this kin d of 
discu ssion where both sides are presen ted are v ery 
ben eficial. 
As ev iden ce of the ben efit of hav in g differen t 
opin ion s presen ted the American Econ omic Fou n ­ 
dation sen ds u s a su rv ey showin g the differen ce in 
beliefs of differen t classes of people in the terri­ 
tory where these speeches were broadcast. 
They took tw'o popu lar fallacies an d su rv ey ed 
the territory ’ at the begin n in g of the broadcast 
an d ?. y ear later. They tested the degrees of the 
acceptan ce of the fallaciou s belief th at 2 per cen t 
of the people in the Un ited States own 8 0 per cen t 
of its wealth. 
The other mistaken belief tested 
was that factory profits ex ceeded factory pay ­ 
rolls. 
Wijen the broadcast was started, 6 6 per cen t 
of the v ery poor believ ed th at 2 per cen t of the 
people $wn ed 8 0 per cen t of the wealth. A y ear 
later, th » belief was redu ced to 47 per cen t. 
Of the poor, 6 2 per cen t believ ed this fallacy 
at start of the series, an d at the en d of the 
y ear on ly 42 per cen t, 55 per cen t of all respon d­ 
en ts believ ed it at the begin n in g an d 40 per cen t 
at the en d of the period. 
As the Fou n dation 
poin ts ou t, people will listen when both sides of a 
qu estion are discu ssed an d qu estion s may be an ­ 
swered. 
The chan ge in u n derstan din g on these 
econ omic qu estion s is ev iden ce of the v alu e of 
this kin d of edu cation al work. 
On the belief that factory profits ex ceed fac­ 
tory ' pay rolls, 8 2 per cen t of the v ery poor be- ! 
liev ed it at the begin n in g of the broadcast an d 
a y ear later on ly 56 per cen t. 
Of the poor, 7 5 
per cen t believ ed it at the begin n in g an d 39 per 
cen t at the en d of the y ear. Of all respon den ts, 6 4 
per cen t believ ed it at the begin n in g an d 34 per 
cen t at the en d of the y ear. 
The charts show that the v ery r poor an d the 
poor are more con fu sed on these econ omic prob­ 
lems than those in moderate or better circu m­ 
stan ces. 
It is ju st ev iden ce that the poor are 
poor becau se they believ e thin gs that are n ot 
tru e. 
It also dem on strates the statem en t of Jesu s,
